FORTY-FIFTH DAY OF THB SUCKINS

Interesting Testimony by Prof. Tavideon 
Concerning the Bay of San Francisco 
and the Wearing Away of Soli 
by Action of Water.

Witness Lewis, on cross-examination, was 
examined at length by Mr. Oadwalader rela­ 
tive to the creeks between San Francisco and 
San Jose—Alameda creek, Los Gatos creek 
and others. 
Professor George David ion sworn for 
defense (to Mr. Wilson)—Am Assistant 
United States Engineer of the United States 
Coast Survey and Geodetic Survey, and 
have been in that service since 1815. Came 
to California in 1850. 
Far ¡y studied 
the harbor formations, and deposits from 
tivers, and the obstructions to navigation, 
etc., as a part of my duty. Made the sub­ 
ject of irrigation a study, as a United States 
Commissioner appointed by the President, 
for the San Joaquin, Sacramento and Tulare 
valleys, from Shasta iu the north, to San 
Miguel in the south. In that duty he ex­ 
amined works of irrigation iu Japan, China, 
India, Italy, and other parts of Europe. 
Was in Japan in 1874, to observe the transit 
of Venus, and after that examined into the 
subject of irrigation there. Iu connection 
with tbe State Harbcr Commission, was one of 
the Advisory Commissioners to examine tbe 
harbor of Sin Francieoo. Hava inspected 
that part of the bay of San Francisco ad­ 
jacent to San Francisco, the Golden 
Gate, the heads to tbe Farallones, 
end San Pablo bay. 
In the cffiee 
ol the United States Coast Survey 
are all the maps of surveys, while 
copies of manyare in the suhiiiice at Sau 
Francisco. od¿ are the basis of constant ac­ 
tion by the officials. Tbe earliest maps of 
the bar we have are, I think, of 1855. Wilt’s 
work is dated 18-11. but our work dates from 
1854 and down to 1873. Know beechy’s 
map of 1827-8 (-if the English Admiralty) 
aud have stu lied it and consulted it relative 
to ths harbor of San Francisco and entrance 
to the Columbia river. That chart has beeu 
used by the English up to recent years— 
seven or eigbt years ago. Know the officers 
of the ironclad ship Zealous of her Majesty’s 
service used it, and she draws twenty-seven 
to tweuty-nine feet of water. This map 
(showing) appears to be a copy of it. The 
Zealous came into and went out of the harbor 
by that chart. Witness identified a copy of 
the charts of tbe bar in 1855 and 1873-4, be­ 
fore referred to. Both are coast survey mups. 
Superintended all the details of the work for 
the chart of 1855. Tho witness examined the 
charts again, and explained how he had de­ 
tailed knowledge of them, and of the surveys 
on the bar from 1855 to 1873, and says there 
has been no change of depth on the San 
Francisco bar since 1855. The survey of 
1873 developed the existence of living shells 
on the bar of San Francisco, which must live 
on the surface of the bottom, and which 
if covered wiih deposits, must die. 
One of 
the great causes ot the formation of the bar 
of San Francisco is the moving of the sand 
along the southern coast lice, moving to the 
north ; another is the material carried by tbe 
waters moving down the channel with the 
tide. A great stream runs down the coast, 
but along shore ie a narrow eddy current, 
working along the whole California ar.d Ore­ 
gon coast northward. It is shown by the 
action on the southern sides of tbe points, 
and the sands moved on to them. The sur­ 
plus drainage of tbe waters of California into 
the bay presses these sands in this eddy c ff 
shore, and heDce the bar. If th¡9 surplus did 
not exist, the sends would form close in, and 
soon close up the entrance to the Golden 
Gate. The first movement of this surplus, 
aud its material, is to shoot out over tho bar, 
but the final movement is to tbe north. 
The amount cf tide water going out of the 
harbor, reinforced by the dninsge into the 
bay, tends to push all material cif into the 
ocean ; that is, u larger amount of water goes 
out than comes iu. The tidal prism coming 
iuto the bay is over 400 -qu ire miles, at an av­ 
erage of 3 0-10 feet. That is tbe average rise 
aud fall of the tide. The tides are peculiar 
on this coast—a large and small high, and a 
large and small low tide. This action is favor 
able to the pushing of the bar out and tho in­ 
crease of the depth. Compared with tne 
channels of other harbors, that over the bar 
of San Francisco is all channel—vessels come 
over it anywhere. In the office of the coast 
survey there are charts of the survey t f Sau 
Pablo bay, three in number. We have |he 
tracings cf two here. Une of part of the bay, 
and one of r.'l ot the bay. One was made in 
1883 and one in 1S78-9. The surveys subse­ 
quent to the first were made to see if any 
changes had occurred in the channel for nav­ 
igation. A vessel can take the same depth of 
water in the places of the survey of 1878-9 
that she could in 1855 and 1853, but she would 
have a narrower channel-way. Off Point 
Pinole the deepest water in 1855 and 1863 was 
33 feet, and in 1878-9. 30 feet. The charts do 
not show there ever was 12 fathoms off Point 
Pinole. 
The material coming into San 
Pablo bay must come from the Btreams 
emptjing into it—Petaluma, Sonoma, Napa, 
San Pablo and other creeks, and all streams 
that empty through Carquiuez straits. Know 
the Mare Island straits, and have since 1S57 
kuown taem. Examined them to see if any 
deposits had been ma'ie. Found deposiis 
had been made on the il its wherever struct­ 
ures had been carried out, or wharves, 
or vessels and hu’.ks moored in obc‘ place f r 
a long time. Napa creek, I think, sent in 
moet of the material that aided in the filiiDg 
iu at Mare Island straits. Have not so much 
kno* ledge of Suisun bay as of the others. 
The streams to furnish material to Suieun 
bay are Montezuma slough ou the north, 
two or three streams on ihe si utb, Suisun 
creek on the north, and finally the two viain 
rivers. The width of Caiquimz s’raits at 
the upper end—the beginning of Suisun Lay 
—is, generally speaking, about ha f a mile, 
aud is very narrow compared to the expanse 
of water tither side of tbe strait, which is a 
narrow neck, with high lands on either side. 
I measured the square feet iu the straits (not 
for this case) recently, and found 2u9,- 
000 equare teet (taken by cross section) 
Suisun 
bay, 
on 
account 
of 
the 
character 
of 
the straits, 
is really 
a settling reservoir for all the heavy material 
bronght to it by the streams emptying into it, 
aud new lands should be made mere rapidly 
tuere in consequenca. Th9 effect of the nar­ 
row entrance is a throttling of the great 
channel-way to the ocean. High water-tides 
act as a barrier to the water coming down, 
and as the current is retarded deposition 
takes place more rapidly ia Suisun bay. 
The nets of man aid these processes by the 
cultivation ot the s-.il, tbe denudation of 
lands of trees, the placing of animals to tread 
up the ground, by mining, aud iu aDy other 
way cf disturbing the soil; and all tend 
to accelerate the action of Dature ; 
accelerate the action of streams, and the 
movement of soil into the streams. 
Great forest fires expose the soil largely, 
and aid the movement of the soil nnder rains 
and other waters, toward the streams. The 
drier the roil, the thicker tbe undergrowth, 
then the greater the fire effects, as it is car­ 
ried by the roots deeper into the soil. 
Wherever the soil is exposed, and washed 
away from a rock by the act of man, the more 
likely is that rock to more, and the more 
easily does that active agent, frost, operate. 
As soon as the earth’s eoil is moved the rains 
act on the lighter matter, and the heavier ia 
left, which requires heavier waters and loDger 
periods to move. San Diego river, which I 
have known familiarly since 1851, and where 
little artificial action beyond graz'mg formerly 
went on, has brought down great quantities 
of material. Iu the Los Angeles plains, wa 
see the effect of mateiial coming down 
rivers and changing their courses, as iu 
the casas, too, of the San Pedro and San 
Gabriel. So we have the instance of the Pa­ 
checo creak, where a very large deposit has 
been carried down by reason of the tilling of 
the soil. This deposition that I saw was 
over six feet in recent years; and I saw 
fences covered up by the sediment, and new 
channels cut. Then we have in the Kern 
river district, which in 1873 had very little 
mining, now an immense amount of detritus 
brought dowD, which has built a great delta, 
and charged several times the channel of the 
river—changing a great drainage line over to 
the west side of the valley. Trees grow 
along the line of the water courses, but for­ 
ests are up in the mountains, and now trees 
are scattered all over thi* delta, bronght down 
by the waters from the mountains. 
For other general examples, in every river 
that nine along a comparatively level valley, 
If that river is subject to overflow and jriogs 
matter ia suspension, it deposit the heavier 


material on tbe banks, and the lighter goes 
off to the mere dis’aut low lands ; and so 
these great waves may be said to he following 
along on ridges. This is marked on the 
courses of the River Nile, which I examined. 
There Ihe deposits are heaviest on the imme­ 
diate banks of the stream, and that action ia 
without the aid of man, for on the upper 
waters there is no cultivation of the toil. 
Near the Twelve-Mile House, below Han 
r rancisco, on the Buri Bari Rancho, there has 
been very much deposit made by the streams, 
where, in the early days, it was not noticea­ 
ble, but is now to be eeen as largely increased. 
Then, in other parts of this State, as west of 
Petaluma, where 1 am familiar with the hill 
wash, the farmers, wherever they cultivate 
the hills and remove the grass, find that the 
rain waters cut channels, and large gulches 
are made where formerly only was to be 
found grass land. Back of Oakland, acres 
have slid cut; so, too, in March or April, 
1880, near Pacheco and Martinez, there were 
great washouts. As to Rutsian river, I was 
familiar with it when the lands were covered 
with wiid oats. There was little wash then. 
But as cattle were brought in and the wild 
oats trampled out, the soil was exposed and 
great 
hill sides have 
beeu washed 
into the river. At Fort Point t Hill, 
San 
Francisco, 
the 
erosion 
on a 
small scale illustrates the doctrine, where 
they removed some sod, and a great washout 
followed. I visited Putah creek and its drain­ 
age area in 1873, 1876 and 1881. From 
187G to 1881 the width of the creek, 
three or four miles west of Davis- 
ville, hss increased fully one-half, while the 
depth remains the same, and a great amount 
of material has been forced iuto the Yolo 
baeio, aud new channels have been cut. 
Cache creek changes its point of deposit at 
its mouth the same as Putah creek doeB. Iu 
my examination of the Putah creek margin, 
I had to study particularly as to where I 
could put the end of my base line for a monu­ 
ment station the least subject to disturbance, 
and in that search I found a number of old 
sloughs covered now by deposits bronght down 
before the present dsltx was formed. Iu the 
spring of 1878 I came to Sacramento to see 
the oveifl >wed country, and then to go down 
river to judge of the difficulties iu engineer­ 
ing to keep the waters in the channels. I ex­ 
amined the river as a United States Commis­ 
sioner iu 1873 as far up as Redding, to say 
nothing of going up to Shasta. I know some­ 
thing of its character and its regimen. In 
1878 I went into the dome of the Capitol to 
get a biid’s-eye view over the overflow. It 
appeared to extend seven or eight miles be­ 
yond Sacramento. Relatively, the Sacra­ 
mento river was carrying but a small part of 
the water, though the Sacramento ran rap­ 
idly. and that in the tule ba»in slowly. I 
should say 
three 
times the water 
was going down the basin that was going 
down the river. 
The way leveiB be­ 
low 
Sacramento 
have 
been 
built, 
aud especially around the islands below, has 
prevented the rapid discharge of the waters 
into Suisun Bay. The way the levees have 
been built throttles the river and confines it 
to its channel, and so retards its rapid dis­ 
charge, and thus increases the deposits up the 
river. Breaks in the levees only have local 
effects. The fault is that the levees have been 
I uiltso near the banks of theriversR to prevent 
the liver nsing channel-way enough 
They 
have not been built on any general system, 
and have simply increased the bight of the 
channel, and not its width, and this has been 
the result of attempting to reclaim the low 
lauds, and of not giving sufficient considera­ 
tion to the demands made on the river by its 
floods. Give it breadth, and it will carry 
away its waters, except perhaps in extraor- 
dinaiy floods coming down the Sacra 
mento valley. The levees on the islands 
have been made to reclaim tbe islands 
which, in high floods, were always covered 
with water theretofore. I visited tbe Ganges 
and s.ime of its large tributaries, as the Some 
and Jumna, and also one or two of the tribu­ 
taries of the Iudu*, also the Nile, the Po, and 
its draiuags and irrigation systems, and also 
the Danube and the tributaries coming out of 
the Alps. Examined the Po at Turin and 
pointB below and down the river to its 
mouth, and its reclamation dykes. The Po 
ia its lower reaches is above the level of the 
marshes, and some of its branches are also. 
The region of the Po corresponds largely to 
that of the Sacramento. The character of the 
streams that come out of the mountains are 
very much like ours here, and bring out from 
tho bills large amunnts of material and de­ 
posit them much as is done here. The action 
of the frost*, too, are about the same, and 
the whole situation is more like the Sacra­ 
mento drainage area than any 1 ever saw. 
The protective works on the Po are very 
extensive to prevent inundation. Some of the 
levees are extensive carriage or drive ways. 
Great pains are taken to prevent erosion cf 
the banks and ove. flow ot the lands. The 
Po when I saw it carried a? much mud it its 
waters as I ever saw in the Sacramento. We 
know by demonstration that tho Po carries a 
vu3t quantity of materia). Have examined 
the Mississippi aud the b st authoritits on 
that river. The Mississippi carries a vast 
deal more of water than the Po. As to the 
natural wash, I’d take the Mississippi as the 
best standard of comparison wiih the Sacra­ 
mento, because cf the vast area drained and 
the varied conditions. Humphreys says the 
Mississippi carries 1 29 part of the volume of 
the water in solid material in suspension. So 
it carries annually 8,705,000,000 cubic feet to 
tbe Gulf of Mexico, including all tbat is 
purhed along the bottom by action of the 
waters. Tho drainage area of the Sacra­ 
ment is 25,000 ripiare miles, that of the Mis­ 
sissippi 1.244,000 square miles. If the Sac­ 
ramento brought down material in the tame 
proportion it would be as one is to the other. 
Tbe material then brought down would be 
174,2-10,000 cubic feet per year from the drain­ 
age of the Sacramento to be discharged. But 
!o-'king to the great action of the frosts, the 
clearing off of timber, the cultivation 
of agricultural lands, and comparing it to the 
P.>, which it is said carries ten times what 
the Mississippi does, then we may say the 
Sacramento carries three times the amount 
carried by ths Mississippi. The Ganges is 
given at three times greater carriage of mat­ 
ter thau the Mississippi, and yet it carries 
through 300 or 400 miles cf very broad plain, 
so wide you cannot sea the hills on either rid-. 
The Ganges has more delta room than the 
Mississippi. Witness in delail described the 
Ganges and the Btahmapooira aud their 
drainage, and then eaid that, assuming his 
figures above to be true, the amount of mate­ 
rial carried by the Sacramento is about 19,­ 
000,000 cubic yard*, which should bs depos­ 
ited beyond its mouth annually. Witnees 
named current-changing rivers where there 
i* no mining, as the Columbia, Danube, Kern, 
K ihhee, etc. The latter he described at 
lengtfi as bringing down an iinniei ss amount 
of material. 11a described the vast engineer­ 
ing works in India to keep rivers wiriiin chan­ 
nels. to maintain artificial channels, to resist 
erosion, etc., aud the results of such works, 
which, however strong, are still sometimes 
swept away. Recess. 
At tbe afternoon session the crc.ss-eximina- 
tion of Prof. Davidson began by Mr. Uadwal- 
ader. Witness further described the Ganges 
und draiusge system, and also the river Po, 
its delta, its drainage, etc. He said if Suisun 
Bay were filled np tbe effect on the San 
Francisco bar would be infinitesimal. The 
narrowness and Bhallowneas of tho straits of 
Carquinez is not an appreciable obstruction 
to the out fl >w of the waters of the Sacramento 
aud Sau Joaquin basins. If Snisun Bay 
filled up, and a channel of the river was left 
through it smaller than that in the straits of 
Carquinez, the waters of the rivers would not 
discharge quite as rapidly as now. By con­ 
fining a liver within levees and making it an 
artificial stream, as it were, and keeping it 
in a uniform condition, a greater discharge 
cipacity would be secured than if left in 
irregular bounds. The straits of Carquinez 
do not afford a larger outlet to tbe waters of 
the basin discharging through them than any 
other in the United States with like basins. 
The straits are a little over half a mile wide. 
Never heard of the water rising on the wharf 
at Benicia. The river Po enters a tideless sea 
practically ; tbe Sacramento enters tide 
waters ; out it ia not to be said tbat it is 
equivalent to running agaicst a stone wall. 
The tides facilitate the discharge of matter 
from the bay of San Francisco. Witness was 
examined at great length concerning the 
parallelism be drew between the Po and its 
regimen and its district and surroundings, 
and tbe Sacramento river and its district and 
its regimen and surroundings, ia which wit- 
cess adhered to hie statement that a striking 
parallelism exists between the two. The eame 
was the result of the examination as to the 
parallelism between ths valley and waters of 
the Gangee and those of the Sacramento. The 
drainage area of tbe Ganges is mnch larger, 
and the rainfall is in instances very grea‘, 
and is throughout very variab’e. _ Witness 
said tbe cause of the great precipitation of 
water at the head of the Ganges is caused by 
winds sweeping the tqueous clouds against 
the flanks of the Himalayas, where condensa­ 
tion takes place. In the Gangee valley there 
is thirty to thirty-five inches of rain. At the 
headwaters of the Ganges the rainf all is great, 
but not 600 inches. The basix of the Ganges 
has a half a million square miles. Saw 
cobble* in debris tbat the Ganges brought 
down. Tbe general grade of the Gang**, 
1 
after it leaves the Hfanalayae, v u ab >nt 
fourteen leek ta ths mile. Couldn't eay if U 


is true tbat the Ganges erodes its basin one 
foot in 1750 years, but if the authority eaye 
so, and it was measured, witness thought I 
sustained his statements relative to hie 
observations of the river. Population on 
the Ganges up to the Jum na is eaid 
to 
be 400 
to 
500 
souls 
to 
the 
equaro mile. Dun’t know that cattle, goats 
and sheep by millions are on the Ganges and 
its shed. On the contrary, the Hindoo eats 
no meat, and witness saw very few cattle or 
goats or Bheep—not thousands. Think it an 
exsegaratinn that tbe English hare expended 
£90,000,000 in India in irrigation. It is true 
their works are vast. The Mississippi is the 
muddiest river witness knew of east of the 
Rocky Mountains. Witness was examined 
as to the river Platte and its erosion of ths 
batik», and at length as to the headwaters 
of the Sacramento and its tributaries. 
Should Bay that it was impossible there 
was no appreciable sediment in the Sacra­ 
mento river in early days and prior to min­ 
ing, for there must have been some 
erosion. 
One of the signs of 
slight 
erosion would be the absence of deposit 
in the river bed. That the river was then 
clear would show slight erosion in the river, 
and if the mountain tributaries were clear 
and showed no filling, it would show that 
there was little or no erosion ; but that ia 
impossible, for erosion in the river has gone 
on. Ia ths whole .Mississippi valley the 
eroeion to the extent of one foot takes place 
in between 2.800 and 2,900 tears, and if it 
were rock it would be about 5,000 year». W it­ 
ness thought the rate of erosion in tbe Sacra­ 
mento valley very much greater thau iu the 
Mississippi valley. Had seen colored waters of 
San Francisco bay as far ont as Point Reyes. 
Witness was examined at length and in great 
detail as to many great rivers, as to processes 
and ratss of erasion, and as to state of livers 
in various parts of the world. Witness said 
the channel ot the San Pablo bay has been 
narrowed by fillings on its edges. If the 
harbor of San Francisco eh iuld begin to fill 
up by deposits, it is not the duty cf the Coast 
Survey to report it to the Government. U n­ 
fortunately we have, he said, no national 
harbcr commission. Witness described the 
channel from San Krarcieco so Port Coeta. 
Court adjourned at 5 p. M. to 9.30 A. M. to­ 
day.

4 o’clock, a mrst terrible double 
tregtdy took place at the No. 9 quartz mine 
nerr Hornitos, Mariposa county. The par­ 
ticulars are abont as follows : Albert Bron­ 
son, about 22 years old, was shot by his fath­ 
er in-law, William B. Simmons, the bullet 
taking effect in the It ft breast, about two 
inches below the nipple, il Aiding a wound 
which is pronounced by the phyriciau in at­ 
tendance as necessarily fatal, and immedi­ 
ately after firing the fatal shot, Simmon» 
turned the pislol, a six-shooter, upon himself, 
the bullet passing through the bra’n, pro­ 
ducing death instantly. Bronson married the 
daughter of Simmons about a year ago, since 
which time the men have been partners in 
farming and other ranching business, tbe 
young married couple living in the bouse with 
the old people, and the trouble is supposed to 
have originated about their business matters. 
Simmons' age is about 70. He has generally 
been considered a quarrelsome and dangerous 
man by his neighbors, and has in past year» 
bad trouble with his family. At the time the 
messenger left Hornitos, Bronson wa» report­ 
ed still alive, but no hopes were entertained 
of his surviving the wound, and preparation» 
for a double funeral were being made.

TES NIHILISTS AND TEE FRENCH PRESS. 


A Russian semi-official journal protests 
against the action of the French Govern­ 
ment in permitting the Nihilists to make 
appeals for money through the French 
press. 
It will be interesting to see wbat 
the French Government will do about thie. 
I t is no doubt very annoying to the R us­ 
sian Government to find its bitterest ene­ 
mies thu3 obtaining the sinews of war 
through the press of a friendly country, 
but it is difficult to see what Gambetta can 
do in the premises without invading the 
liberties of the press, and that is a bad 
course for a republic to take. 
The pre­ 
cedent of the United States and England 
moreover is an awkward one. 
For a long 
time now the Irish enemies of the English 
Government have 
been employing the 
American press to obtain subscriptions, and 
they have been very successful. 
A t this 
moment Irish emissaries 
are 
traveling 
through the country for the same purpose ; 
collecting funds, that is to say, wherewith 
to make war upon England. 
O’Donovan 
Rossa 
piints a 
paper in 
New 
York 
in which 
he 
openly 
advocates 
the 
assassination of 
Englishmen and the 
blowing 
up 
of 
English 
ships 
all 
over the world ; and even boasts that he 
is cognizant of several fatal 
disasters 
caused by American-lrish infernal ma­ 
chines. 
Yet all this goes on wiihuut any 
formal or official protest from the English 
Government, and it is notorious that the 
present “ No R ent” conteBt rests almost 
entirely upon American-lrish support and 
assistance. 
And if it is cot a cause < f 
complaint that a friendly country should 
thus lend itself to systematic attacks upon 
a neighbor, neither can the rction of the 
French press be properly complained of by 
Russia. 
O? course it does not follow that 
Russia will admit the soundness of the 
precedent, however. 
She may demand 
the exclusion of the Nihilist appeals from 
the French journals, and in that case it 
will devolve upon Mr. Gambetta to de­ 
termine a very embarrassing question ; 
though European, or at least continental 
usage, would no doubt w arrant him in 
taking the least formidable horn of the 
dilemma, and prohibiting the publication 
of 
the 
Nihilist 
appea’s. 
Palmerston 
could not muzzle the English press to 
please Louis Napoleon, but Gambetta has 
to do with journals by no means unaccus­ 
tomed to snnnression. 


A TIMELY 
MESS4GE. 


Governor Cornell has lost no time in 
sending a special message on the recent 
Spuyteu Day vil railway accident, to the 
New York Legislature. 
He puts his fin­ 
ger on the main evil to be considered, 
moreover, 
in 
recommending 
that the 
methods of beating and lighting the cars 
be revolutionized. 
Undoubtedly this is a 
reform which ought to be urged with reso­ 
lution, for the present modes of heating 
and lighting are responsible for the principal 
fatality of nearly all the serious railway 
accidents. 
As a change of this kind is 
certain to be popular, the New York 
Legislature may be moved to take some 
aotion in the premises, and the Governor 
has shown wisdom in availing himeelf as 
far as possible of the ssntiment created by 
the disaster. 
He at least has done his 
duty, and it remains to be seen whether 
the Legiilalnre will follow so good an ex­ 
ample. 


I t is impossible to see w hat Scoville 
expects to effect by his attem pt to arraign 
G rant, Conkling, A rthur, and the “ Stal­ 
w arts ” generally, as accessories before the 
fact to the murder of President Garfield. 
I t is true that some such wild talk was 
heard for a short time when men’s minds 
were thrown off their balance by the shock 
and horror of Guiteau’s atrocious deed, but 
no sane person has ever believed th at the 
public men referred to were any more re­ 
sponsible for the assassination than a 
speaker would be in a political campaign 
whose opponent should be killed by some 
crazy fool. 
There was a quarrel between 
President Garfield and these politicians, 
and they were in the wrong. 
The motives 
which actuated them were such 23 the 
country condemns ; but they were purely 
political motives, and it is outrageous to 
say that they should be held to share the 
guilt of the assassin in any way. 
It may 
be, and indeed has been said, and said 
truly, that President Garfield probably 
would not have been murdered had this 
quarrel not occurred. 
But 
even this 
is only a conjecture, and 
when 
we 
consider the amount of misconstruction 
wLich went to the formation of Guiteau’s 
purpose we cannot feel certain th at such a 
man would not have found some equally 
preposterous pretext fbr his crime. 
But 
the fatal flaw- iu Scoville’s position is th at 
from Lis standpoint it is not even plausible. 
If he were denying Guiteau’3 insanity, and 
basing tbe defense on the ground th at the 
course of Grant, Conkling, A rthur ft al. 
had been such as to convince a sane person 
th at it would be an act of patriotism to 
“ rem ove” Garfield, then it would be in 
order for him to arraign them as he has 
been doing, because it would then be pos­ 
sible for him to make out a plausible case 
on the theory 
that the 
eminence of 
their position and the force of their argu­ 
ments overpowered the judgm ent of his 
client, 
and 
caused him 
to 
adopt a 
homicidal fallacy. 
But the theory of Guitcau’s insanity de­ 
prives the counsel’s position of all cohe­ 
rence and rationality. 
He denounces the 
Stalwarts, and for what ? 
According to 
his hypothesis, because a luuatic, arguing 
insanely, wholly misconceived their pur­ 
poses and tbe meaning of tbe situation 
which they produced. 
And this is not a 
Talid line 
to take. 
For it is evident 
that no sane man or men can be considered 
in any way accountable for the mental 
vagaries of a maniac. 
Nobody but Guiteau 
ever believed that it was possible to “ save 
“ the country” by assassinating the Presi­ 
dent. 
Nobody but Guitcan ever supposed 
th at such a deed would be acceptable to 
tbe “ Stalw art’’ leaders. 
Nobody but 
Guiteau evo’ved from the appointment of 
Robertson xnd the resignation of Conkling 
and Platt, the idea that the republic v as 
in danger. 
The kind of ratiocination re­ 
quired to produce such beliefs as these w as 
in short possible oaly to a man whose 
brain was diseased, and surely it is the 
hight of unreason to assert that when pub­ 
lic men adopt policies they are bound to 
select such only as can by no possibility 
be open to misapprehension on the part of 
lunatics. 
Scoville, in fact, does not appear to have 
determined in his own mind the question 
of his client’s mental condition. 
He de­ 
clares th at his line of defense is to he in­ 
sanity, and yet he argues in a manner 
which would only be apposite if he held 
the contrary position. 
On his own hy­ 
pothesis, th at is to say, on the hypothesis 
of Guiteau’s insanity, the course of the 
“ Stalwarts ” can have no bearing upon the 
case. 
For he is bound to hold that none 
but a madman would have reasoned and 
acted as Guiteau did ; and what kind of 
impeachment of the “ Stalw art” policy is it 
to say that none but a madman could have 
imbibed sinister suggestions from it? 
Mr. 
Scoville appears to us to be injuring his 
client’s case very much by this wild and 
irrational assault upon the “ Stalwarts.” 
W e can say this the more freely because 
our readers know that we have condemned 
their course throughout. 
Nor is it easy to 
perceive what effect he expects this attack 
to have upon the minds of the jury. They 
know very well that Guiteau acted entirely 
on his own impulses. 
They know that 
there was nothing in the policy of the 
“ Stalw arts” to suggest assassination to a 
sane mind. 
And they must consequently 
perceive clearly enough that all this rant 
and denunciation Í3 foreign to the issue. 
It is somewhat curious that while Soo- 
ville abuses Grant, A rthur and Conkling, 
his client declares them all to be his very 
good friends. 
This position of Guiteau 
is indeed quite easily explained on the 
theory of his insanity, but it cannot be 
explained on any other theory, and yet 
Scoville, while declaring hi3 client mad, 
is discrediting the most cogent proofs 
of his madness. 
W e are almost inclined 
to think that Gnitean is right in his belief 
th at he could have conducted his own case 
better than his brother-in-law has con­ 
ducted it. 
Scoville has managed to con­ 
fuse the principal issues in the most extra­ 
ordinary manner, in fact, and lits politi­ 
cal excursus is in as bad taste as it is 
inopportune. 
He can by no possibility 
strengthen the theory of insanity by at­ 
tacking public men. 
He should remember 
th at he is not on the stump, but defending 
a man on trial for his life. 
So far as 
Guiteau’s chances are concerned we must 
regard his counsel’s latest expression as 
b :ing mos.t unfortunate, and as calculated 
to diminish the respect which had been 
elicited by Mr. Scoville’s former conduct 
of the case. 
Aud the most surprising and 
most conspicuous feature of his political 
line of argument is its utter irrelevancy. 


GLADSTONE 
AND 
THE 
VATICAN. 


I t is almost certain th at the recent 
statem ent concerning Gladstone’s alleged 
negotiations w ith the Vatican is greatly 
exaggerated. 
It would not be possible for 
an English statesman who possesses so 
strong a record on papal pretensions, to fol­ 
low the example of Bismarck in this m at­ 
ter. 
The latter, being the minister of a 
sovereign who claims to govern by divine 
right, and who refuses to admit that he has 
definitively parted with the authority to re­ 
sume an absolute form of government, oin 
afford to ignore consistency, and to look 
only to the satisfaction of such exigencies 
as arise. B at Gladstone is in a large meas­ 
ure controlled by his past career, and no 
minister in Europe has le33 exsuse for any 
concessions to th at power whose intoler­ 
ance and bigotry he has himself done so 
much to expose. 
Nevertheless it cannot 
be doubted th at his Government would 
labor under strong temptations to approach 
the Vatican in connection with Ireland, if 
it could be supposed th at the Vatican pos­ 
sessed the power to solve that problem 
Bat the indications are 
th at 
it no 
longer 
possesses 
any 
such 
power. 
If the Pope should urge the Irish Catho­ 
lics to redouble their p- litical activity, and 
to be constant in their repudiation of the 
Land Courts and the demand for rent, no 
doubt such a course might add fuel to the 
flames, for most people are willing to be 
helped along the way they have determined 


to go. 
B at there seems to be sufficient ev­ 
idence th at all attem pts on the part of 
Rome to stem the current of Land League- 
ism must be vain. 
Several prelates and 
numbers of parish priests have already 
taken strong ground against Parnell’s pro­ 
gramme, but so far as can be ascertained 
they have not carried the laity with them. 
And it is in our opinion for the best inter­ 
ests of all concerned that the religious in­ 
fluence should be thus separated from pol­ 
itics and secular affairs generally. 
The 
evil of ecclesiastical interference with tem­ 
poralities has been abundantly demon­ 
strated, but so long as any priesthood can 
control the secular course of any people, 
governments 
and 
politicians 
will 
be 
tempted to negotiate w ith the heads of 
that priesthood, and to make bargains 
with it. 
And ia all such cases it is cer­ 
tain that the demands of Rome will be 
prejudicial to civilization. The concessions 
she requires are always and everywhere 
such as facilitate and further her general 
policy of acquiring influence over the com­ 
mon people, and all thi3 influence is to be 
employed in the extension and mainten­ 
ance of her hold upon the intellectual life 
of the world. 
Even in this country, where 
by one of the most profoundly wise pro­ 
visions that occurred to the founders of our 
Government, Church and State are kept 
separate with jealous vigilance, we find it 
occasionally impossible to 
exclude the 
ecclesiastical inflnence from politics. 
In 
Europe it has always been one of the stock 
agencies, and is used as regularly all over 
the continent as the police or the army. 
If a point has now been reached at which 
it has ceased to be applicable in Ireland, it 
is m atter for congratulation. 
The less any 
nation has to do with that agency in secu­ 
lar affairs, the better for it. 


THE 
CHARGES 
AGAINST 
SHERMAN. 


The charges against John Sherman have 
fallen to the ground. 
It was said th at he 
had employed mechanics in the service of 
the Government to work on his house, and 
that he had been consenting to, or a bene­ 
ficiary of, certain petty pilferings in the 
Treasury Department, of which Pitkin, 
the “ custodian,” was the nominal perpetra­ 
tor. 
Probably none who were acquainted 
with John Sherman ever believed in any of 
these charges for a moment, but he has 
made many enemies, and they are mean 
and bitter enough to take hold of any ac- 
eusation, no m atter how frivolous, that 
may help to humiliate him. 
I t was a very 
petty and contemptible cru3ade, and it 
promises to end as such affairs usually do. 
The prosecutors, finding that they have 
nothing to proceed upon, 
will 
sneak 
away, and the charges will be abandoned. 
The friends of the late Secretary of the 
Treasury, however, ought to insist upon 
such a report upon the dirty business as 
will bring the true character of the accusa­ 
tions into a sufficiently strong light—pour 
encourager lux autres. 


AN 
ABSURD 
PROTEST. 


Scoville’s protest against the course of 
the prosecution ia emphasizing the horror 
of the assassination as much a3 possible 
was very naive. 
It reminds us of a pict­ 
ure in Punch, where a burglar, in the 
exercise of bis vocation, was represented 
a3 objurgating a coalscuttle, over which he 
had fallen, to the abrasion of his Ehins. 
“ W ot do people mean,” the burglar in- 
dignantiy exclaimed, “ Leaving coalscut­ 
tles about this way for people to tumble 
over!" 
Ju st so Scoville seems to think 
that it is highly reprehensible for the 
prosecution to do anything which may tend 
to facilitate the hanging of his client.

W a s h i n g t o n , January 18th.— Guiteau 
came into Court this morning with a quick, 
confident step, saluted his friend?, and as 
ecfon as he had taken bis seat turned to Judge 
Cox and said: 
“ I presume your Honor will 
allow mo to address tbe jury when Scoville 
gets through ?” 
Judge Cox—We will consider that when 
Scoville gets through. 
Scoville, in reply to an inquiry, stated that 
he hardly expected to conclude his speech to­ 
day. 
SCOVILLE RESUMES. 
Scoville resumed his address, taking up and 
discussing the statistics of insane criminals 
introduced in evidence by the proBecutioD. 
He said he noticed that the tables produced 
here by Dr. Gray omitted eome of the essen­ 
tial features of his report. 
Coikhili—Dr. Gray did not prepare any 
tables especially for this trial. 
Scoville—Dr. Gray was hired to come here 
to help hang this man. He was one of the 
conspirators in the conspiracy of which the 
District Attorney was the chief. 
Unfortu­ 
nately he has left his footprints here, and 
before I get through I can contradict him out 
of his o w q mouth.

Scoville pointe’d out in the conduct of Gui­ 
teau parallels to the illustrations given by 
Dr. Gray, and then went on to deny that the 
prisoner had been playing a part. Discussing 
the horrors of the criáis as often shown in 
the acta of insane criminals, Scoville said : 
There was nothing in this act to compare 
with some of the acta of insane crimina!-', 
and, gentlemen of the jury, in my opiuion, if 
there were not reasons, and powertul ones, 
back of this prosecution, this prisoner never 
would have been brought to tria l; hut I tell 
ycu, gentlemen of the jury, hack of this 
prosecution is an influence which I have felt, 
and which you may feel, gentlemen, before 
this trial is concluded. Thero are politicians 
who seek to hide their own shame behind the 
disgrace of this poor prisoner and make him 
a scapegoat for their crime. 
I do not intend, 
gentlemen of the jury, to take up this feature 
of the case ; but when I find the power and 
influence of this Government used against me 
in denyiog tho small pittance that I have 
asked for a fair and impartial trial, and for 
the facilities needed for proper defense, I do 
not propose to keep quiet. 


STALWARTS CHARGED W ITH RESPONSIBILITY. 
1 say that such men ar. Grant and Conkling 
and Arthur are morally and intellectually 
responsible for this crime. 
Mr. Conkling 
Bhall not escape. 
He shall not sink the re­ 
sponsibility for the state of things that led 
to this act, aud he shall not escape the con­ 
demnation of the American people, if I can 
help it, for his share in this disgraceful scram­ 
ble for office that led to a conflict with the 
chosen ruler of a great nation, and led this 
poor insane man to compasa what they wonld 
all have hailed with much satisfaction, as 
would probably hundreds of other politicians 
(if it could occur other than through assassi­ 
nation)—the removal of Garfield,jwho stood iu 
the way of their unrighteous and disgraceful 
struggle for office. 
Neither shall Grant es­ 
cape that condemnation, which he was so 
justly subjected to when coining from Mexico, 
and coming with undue haste, to throw his 
own name into this petty quarrel, about a 
small office in the Republican parly, and 
seeking to ferment differences that had sprung 
up. 1 am not going to fee the misdeeds of 
these men, high in power, visited upon the 
head of this poor insane man if I can help it. 


CAUSE OF THE CLAMOR FOB GUITEAU'S PUN­ 
ISHMENT. 
This clamor for his blood is not for tbe pur­ 
pose of avenging Garfield, or of satisfying 
justice, but their theory is this: If it can be 
shown that this was the act of a sane tnaD, 
then those politicians in high places will say, 
of course, “ Wo are not responsible for the 
actions of a Bane man ; to fce sure, we had 
some differences, but then this could never 
have led a sane man to do such an act.” But 
on the contrary, gentlemen ot the jury, what 
is the effect of your verdict if you acquit him 
as iDsane ? Why, the people will say Borne 
one is at fault; they will say we will fix the 
blame upon the heads and hearts of those men 
who waged war on our poor dead President, 
until it drove this'poor in aneman, from :ea '- 
ivg in the daily papers what Grant said, 
what Conkling said, and from constantly 
thinking upon it, to his insane act of killing 
the Presideut. Thera are men iu high places, 
the really culpable cnee, who will go down to 
posterity with a stigma upon their names and 
the detestation of their countrymen fastened 
upon their memories. 
Mr. Scoville’s denunciation of Conkling 
and others created a profound sensation iu the 
Court-room. 
As soon as recess was announced, Scoville 
was surrounded by ladies and gentlemeD, and 
congratulated upon his fearless exposition. 
During recess, Scoville received the follow­ 
ing telegram : 
N bw York, Ja n u a ry 18th 
To Mr. Scoville, atto rn ey for G uiteau : 
T he New 
Y ork C ourt of A ppeals havo ju s t decided th a t a 
prosecution, w here som e evidence of in san ity is pro- 
duceu for th e defense, m u st m ake o u t a case of 
sanity beyond reasonable doubt. 
Counsel for the defense will call attention 
to this latest decision, and ask Judge Cox to 
charge to that effect. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Just as Scoville was about to resume his 
argument, Guiteau broke out with consider­ 
able vehemence, and shouted : “ Something 
has been said here about politics, and I want 
to talk a little about p ilitics, too. 
There are 
two or three crank newspapers in this country, 
to w it: 
Reid’s New York Tribune, Hal­ 
stead's Cincinnati Commercial, and George 
W. Cnrtis, the man milliner of New York. 
The weather has been getting cool lately, and 
these fellows had better lie off under the tree3 
and cool off a little. The only cranks in the 
country are these newspapers. 
They had 
better join the Grant Gniteau-Arthur com­ 
bination, and get into good company, and be­ 
come good Republicans.” 
A few minutes later the prisoner, who had 
been looking over the New York papers, 
called o u t: 
“ I see the New Y’ork Court of 
Appeals have just decided in favor of our 
theory on the insanity question. 
I thank 
you, Messrs. Judges.” 
Scoville discussed the conduct and actions 
of Guiteau at the time and immediately after 
the shooting, and contended that they were 
entirely in keeping with the theory of in­ 
sanity. That his coolness, his quietly going 
to bed and peacefully sleeping the night after 
the murder, were characteristic incidents of 
tho crime, such as would be expected from an 
insane man. 
Guiteau called out, “ I have never had any 
conception of his removal as murder. My 
mind is perfecily blank on that question.” 
Scoville read from the evidence of General 
Reynolds what Guiteau had eaid to him 
(Reynolds) in the jail—that when his reasons 
were known to the people they woul 1 acquit 
him without a trial, and that h3 should go to 
Europe for a year or two. 
G uiteait-A ll I have got to say about that 
is that I Rver said it. 
Scoville continued : And this, gentlemen, 
is the evidence offered you by the prosecution. 
I want you to take into consideration the 
monstrous absurdity of 
such 
a proposi­ 
tion, coming from a sane man, as they would 
have you believe, that he could kill the Pres­ 
ident of the United States, and then, by sim­ 
ply giving his reason, could go free without 
a trial. Scoville alluded to Gniteau’s remark 
when told by Gen. Reynolds that Arthur and 
Conkling and other stalwarts detested him 
and abhorred his crime. 
Guiteau interrupted, esying: “ I did not 
say any such thing when he spoke of Conk­ 
ling and Arthur on the 4-.h of July. These 
men are my friends to-dav, and don’t you 
forget it.” 
. 
Scoville crnoluded with a review of th? 
evidence, and called attention to various in­ 
cidents in Guiteau's life, arguing his insanity 
as evidenced by an undonbu d lack of some­ 
thing ia his moral composition possessed by 
other men.

Gai eau called out, sarcastically : “ Give 
them that dog story. It cost Corkhill §200 
to get it here. ’^ 
_ 
Scoville continued to speak until 3 o’clock, 
when the Court adjourned until to-mnrm v. 
He will probably occupy the greater part of 
another day.

WHAT WILL THE VERDICT BE? 


W a s h in g t o n , January 18th —A friend of 
one of ihe jury visited the National Hotel 
last evenicg, and while walking through the 
corridors met a juryman. The juryman in 
question was at that time walkii g up a n d 
own t'ue r->om, wnile the hail ff iu charge o f 
tbe jnry wis ab-ent for s une nasin.^ Seeing 
a n o p p o r tu n ity fo r a w o rd with a tr ie c d un­ 


observed, the juryman stopped and said: 
“ Come aud see me next Sotuiday evening.” 
His friend said : “ Why, will yon be at hon • 
at that time ? ’ “ Yes ; you may be certain,” 
eaid the juryman, “ that ws will be through 
with the case entirely Saturday night.” 
Here the twoparted, as the returning steps 
of the bailiff warned the juryman to close the 
conversation. 
The inference, however, was 
very plain and distinct that the jury does not 
expect to waste any time on Guiteau, and a 
verdict will be rendered within an hour, or 
eome corresponding brief period of time, after 
tbe Court has given the final charge. That 
the veidict wiil be “ Gniliy of murder in the 
first degree ” is now the general impression. 


THE PERSONNEL OF THE JOEY. 
New York, fanuary 18th.—The Tribune's 
Washington special, speaking of the jury in 
the Guiteau case, says : The foreman, John 
P. 
Hamlin, is a middle-agtil restaurant- 
keeper, a grave, intelligent-looking man. 
The second juryman., Frederick W. Bran- 
denberg, is a cigar-maker, a wrinkled, ma­ 
hogany-colored little man, evidently of a 
nervous temperament, who listens to all that 
is said. 
Henry J . Bright, the third juryman, has 
been mentioned as the man likely to divide 
the jnry. 
He has had insanity in his family, 
and ia spoken of as “ very peculiar.” He 
locks, however, like one of the most intelli­ 
gent members of th? jury, and inquiry proves 
that he 13 regarded as a man of ex'cellent judg­ 
ment. He is a retired merchant. 
Chas. T. Stewart, the fourth juror, is a 
merchant. He has a habit of listening with 
his eyes shut, which has given him the ap­ 
pearance many times during the trial of be­ 
ing asleep when he has not been. 
Naps of 
jurors have sometimes been made the basis of 
a demand for a new trial. 
Thos. H. Langley, the fifth jnror, is a re­ 
tired merchant, with a face which would lead 
the census-taker to put him down as an Irish­ 
man without question ; yet he is English. He 
has a habit of leaning forward in his seat, 
and now and then of loitering around, tu t 
always with a face as impenetrable as a mask. 
Michael Sheehan, No. 6, is the juror about 
whom the Government has been said, in tho 
gossip of the Court-room, to be Bomowhat 
concerned. His answers when he was under 
examination were thought evasive. 
He is a 
Roman Catholic and a Democrat, and in 
business as a grocer. This completes the 
front row. 
Joseph Prather, number seven, is an ictel- 
ligent-looking commission merchant. 
C. F. Hobbs is the juryman who lost his 
wife. He rests his head iu his hands ail day 
in seeming weariness and dejectioD. 
He is a 
plasterer, a plain workingman. 
Wm. Brannery, number nine, is a grocer, 
in appearance decidedly above the average 
intelligence. He is also said to have had in­ 
sanity in his family. 
R. Wormley is tbe colored juror. 
He is 
still wearing a patch over his eyes. He is a 
good-natured locking negro. He is a laborer 
—a plasterer. 
Tne eleventh juror, Thomas Heinlin, is a 
Navy Yard attache, and so ia George W. 
Gates, the twelfth juryman, and an intelli­ 
gent fellow of about 30 years. The latter has 
had insanity in his family.

SUICIDE. 
Adolph A. ColiD, recently agent of the 
Alaska Commercial Company at Portland, 
shot himself dead ia a water-closet on the 
premises of the company in this city to-day. 
He was short in his accounts on settling with 
the company, and gave cotes to balance them. 
He sought to be reinstated by the company, 
which was declined. The act 13 attributed to 
despondency at his business prrspects. 
De­ 
ceased was well known in business circles at 
Portland and this city. 


DETAILS OF THE AFFAIR. 
Mr. Cohn, former agent of the Alaska 
Company at Portlaut, who committed sui­ 
cide this afternoon, arrived here from Port­ 
land last Saturday. Owing to an irregularity 
of his accounts he gave the firm two notes for 
§6,300 in settlement. This morning he en­ 
deavored to prevail on Louis Gerstle, Presi­ 
dent, to reinstate him, but this the latter de­ 
clined to do, and advised him to take what 
money he had—some §7,000—and go into 
business in the country. 
A few minutes 
before the act Cohn spoke to an employe 
in the store, regarding business matters, and 
was advised to wait and not act hastily. It 
seems that, becoming despondent over the 
outlook for himself and wife, whom he mar­ 
ried but ten days ago in Portland, the unfor­ 
tunate man made away with himself. His 
wife was formerly Miss Shirek, and was well 
known in Portland, where both she aud her 
husband had many friends. Deceased was 
al?o well known here, and his sudden and 
tragic death caused considerable excitement 
in Jewish circles. 
No letterB or other mem­ 
oranda explaining the motive of the deed 
were found.

From January 1st to 15tb, both dates in­ 
clusive, §215.500 in gold coin and §64,200 in 
fine silver was sent to New York from this 
city by express. 
A British iron ship of 1,500 tons has been 
chartered for Liverpool or Dublin at 65a. 
Thii is the first charter in about ten days, 
and indicates an easier feeling. 
There is a large attendance at the revival 
meetings held each noon and evening during 
the week, at Howard Presbyterian Church, 
under the auspices of Messrs. Whittle and 
MoGranahan. 
During last year Plymouth Congregational 
Church received 143 new members, sustained 
three Sunday schools, with an enrollment 
of 1,038 pupils aud raised over §4,000 for 
charitable purposes. 
Its present member­ 
ship is 450. 
I t is provided in section third of the Act 
governing the State Prisons of California, 
that ac their meeting in January, biennially, 
the Directors shall elect one of their number 
President of the Board. Accordingly at their 
meeting at San Quentin Tuesday Hon. G. W. 
Scheli was elected to that office. 
The action of the Board of Directors cf 
the Produce Exchange in limiting the mem­ 
bership to 200, acc irding to general request, 
and the advance of the entrance fee to §1,000, 
has caused no little oommotion in trade 
circles. 
It requires only twenty names to 
fill the list of membership, and there are el- 
ready ten applicants proposed.

The pendency c-f the case of the People vs. 
the Gold R un M ining Company, better 
known a3 the “ slickers case,” is one of the 
mcst marked historical events in the annals 
of this city. 
I t is no w cn trial, in its forty- 
sixth day, before the Superior Court of Sac­ 
ramento county, over which Hon. Jackson 
Temple, of Sonoma county, is presiding by 
special commission. 
The marked features c-f 
the case are, first, the great importance of 
the issues and interests involved. 
I t is 
probable th at no more vitally im portant 
trial 
has 
ever 
been 
entered 
upon 
on the Pacific ccast, not only on account of 
the immensity of the interests at stake, but 
because of its purely State character, it being 
brought in the name of the people of the 
State, and embracing issues concerning the 
navigability of the interior waters and the 
perpetuity of two overshadowing and vastly 
im portant industries, which are engaging the 
largest capital and the best skill in both val­ 
ley and mountain sections. 
Its importance 
secondly rises to the highest plane, because it 
ha3 brought to its management some of tha 
best minds a t the bar of California, legal intelli­ 
gence and accomplishment of the highest 
order. 
Among the counsel are two ex­ 
Chief Justices of 
tha 
Supreme Court, 
the A ttorney-General of California and an 
ex-Justice of the Supreme Bench, beside 
other attorneys of broad experience and high 
character a t the bar. 
The Judge presiding is 
himself an ex-Justice of the Supreme Court, 
and one of the marked features of the ca»e is 
the dignified ease, the intellectual applica­ 
tion, and the quiet but intensely close atten­ 
tion which the Judge gives to this intricate 
proceeding. 
“ The Court,” though compara­ 
tively a stranger here, has won the respect of 
every person attending upon the trial for its 
perfect patience and unwavering judicial dig­ 
nity. 
As to the developments in the case, it 
is tobe noted that no trial in California has 
over brought forward such 
an array of 
talented engineers and scientists as has this. 
Representative civil, mining and hydraulic 
engineers, chemists, physicians, and gentle­ 
men of high scientific attainments, have occu­ 
pied the witness stand day after day, and 
been subjected to the most searching and in­ 
tricate of examinations. A t the present time 
Professor George Davidson, of the U nited 
States Coast Survey, a gentlemen pre-emi­ 
nent in his profession and of national reputa­ 
tion ia scientific circlas, is npon the witness 
stand. 
A fair outline of his testimony, in­ 
dicating its range, appears in the regular 
report this morning. 
Any adequate report 
of his elaborate expositions on the ques­ 
tions 
of 
natural 
err.Bion, 
harbor 
surveys, the rivers and mountains and valleys 
of India, Italy and the great east, and t'no 
wash by streams of our own State, our levee 
systems, the flood period of the coast, our 
drainage area, delta formation», etc., would 
much exceed the limits accorded an ordinary 
report. 
This case has brought forward also 
tome of the most skilled and experienced 
agriculturists of the State, and has developed 
and perpetuated on the record very much 
im portant historical data. 
The trial has also 
tested ia a marked degree the skill of a large 
and practical corps of stenographers, and has 
by no means made itself a bed of roses for 
th at uncomplaining class of journalists whose 
task it is to present in brief space the elabo­ 
rate proceedings of a case of the utmost mag­ 
nitude.

DOMESTIC. 


S eattle January 18th.— Jam es Sullivan, 
a une-armsd man, and W illiam Howard were 
discovered by a squad cf tfce Committee of 
Safety late last night iu the hay on the War- 
iog & Smith wharf, and were given into the 
e -mbined custody of Chief of Police McGraw 
and Sheriff W iecloff, who locked them up iu 
the County Jail. 
They were searched, and 
oa one was found a revolver w ith one cham­ 
ber em pty, from which experts decided that 
a cartridge had been discharged during the 
evening. 
COMPLETE IDENTIFICATION. 
The men, as far as age, size and general ap­ 
pearance are concerned, answered the de- 
tcription given of his assailants by George 
lisynolds, the murdered man, on his death­ 
bed, and also the description given by Kev. 
John C. Fair aud Captain W eeks of the men 
who stopped them ou the streets on Monday 
night and demanded thtir money or their 
liv:«. 
W hen these fac’s brcsme known the ex­ 
citem ent of the cons uiuoity became intenso 
and abaci 200 roen marched in a body to the 
jail. 
They were m et by the Sheriff and a 
deputy and the Chief of Police and one of 
his aids, who parlayed with tto com mittee for 
a few minutes, but who finally agreed to take 
the prisoners before Justice Comba at 8 
o’clock in the morning for examination. 
B e­ 
fore separating, the com mittee took the shoes 
of Sullivan and Howard, fcr the purpose LÍ 
comparing them with the tracks known to 
have b?en made by the murderers. 
Plaster 
of Paris caats were made of these tracks, and 
the shoes were found to correspond in every 


particular. 
This morain* the Court assembled in Yes- 
ler’s H all, Justice Combs presiding, Justice 
Cann having a seat be-ide him, and Chief 
Justice Greene, of the Territorial Supreme 
Ocurt, another. 
W . H . W hite, assisted by 
O. Jacob*. conducted the prosecution, and 
W . W . Holcomb appeared for the defense. 
Ttev. Mr. Fair swore that they were the men 
who stopped him on Monday night, acd Cap- 
t tin W eeks, in tli3 m ost positive manner, 
identified them as the men who assaulted 
him, also swearing that the revolver taken 
from Sullivan was the one leveled by Sulii- 
van nt his (W eeks’) head. 
H is testimony was 
strong and unequivocal. 
A brother-in-law 
of the murdered man, named Meydenbaner, 
identified the tw o men as having rnn past 
bim immediately after the fatal ehootiog, and 
as having gone through the muddy alley in 
whioh were found the tracks from which the 
tell-tale casts were made. 
W hile their evi­ 
dence was being put in 
PRKPABATIOKS l'OB AS EXECUTION 
W ere being 
made outside by 
the Com­ 
m ittee of 
Safety. 
A strong timber was 
m i pended from the forks of two trees on 
Occidental Square, over which was passed 
long rope?, with nooses tied in the end, and 
under w hich was left a wagon. 
Tho Juatice finally announced the examina­ 
tion over, and remanded the prisoners to the 
custody of tfce Sheriff for indictm ent and 
trial at the April term of the D istrict Court. 
H e bad hardly uttered the words before 
strong men seized every officer in tho room 
and tightly held thsir, and other men seized 
Sullivan and Howard, lifting them up as 
though

children, and

N othing could have

• f.*e. m inutes after the hanging Judge 
O rem e rushed to the spot, and with a drawn 
k n ife Mtterapted to cut the ropes that held 
thr men up. 
H e was se’z.d by a number of 
citizens, overpowered and forcibly removed 
from the scene. 
A THIRD VICTIM. 


The double execution was no sooner over 
than about 400 members of the Com mittee of 
Safety marched to the County Jail and de­ 
manded the pereon of Benjamin Payne, there 
confined for the murder of poliee officer Siers 
in October last. The officer in charge refused 
to surrender him, when the com m ittee pro­ 
ceeded to take him whether or no. They tore 
down the jail fence, and cut and beat down 
the three deers between tlrem and the sssas- 
siu. 
They soon had h'm in their hands, and 
two minutes lator had him at tfce place of 
execution. 
A third rope had been thrown 
over the beam, an ! Payne was qu ietly drawn 
up between the other two msn. 
The three 
w 8ie allowed to haug there half an hour or 


bo longer, when oil were removed to the un 
taker’a rooms and shortly after buried. 
QUICK WORK. 
The expedition used by the committee may 
be infírred when it is stated that though they 
were entire strangers ia the piare, Suliivan 
and Howard were hunted up within twenty- 
four hours of tbe murder of Reynolds, aDd 
within two hours of tbe organization of tte 
committee, aud that within twenty-four hours 
of ihe commission of their crime they h id 
been tried, hanged and buried. 
There two men made no defense whatever, 
and

to 
say, 
not 
even 
a denial or the morder ia their own behslr. 
Puyuo denied killiug Siers, but fcia guilt wa3 
ti n well known for his word to help him a 


particle. 
IVERYhODT SATISFIED. 


The proceedings were thoroughly, orderly, 
and were directed by the business men and 
leading citizens of the town, and bave the 
entire approval of all clasee-. Cor gratnlatory 
messages have been received from Olympis, 
Port Townsend, and all the surrounding 
places, approving the acts. 
It is certain that 
the people of this com munity breathe freer, 
and the alarm that oppressed them since the 
operations of the footpads began has entirely 


disappeared. 
The Com mittee i f Safety w ill continue 
their organiza til* , and t ey have this even­ 
ing issue! a r o tic e ti at all persons commit­ 
ting highway robbery in this city will receive 


tbe penalty of death. 
The bodi«B were taken charge of by the 
Coroner, and the verdict of the jury was in 
each ease the same, and is as fo llo w s: “ W e, 
he jury, summoned in the above case, find 
that Jam es Sullivan, W illiam Howard and 
Benjxniin Payne, came to their deaths by 
hanging; but from the evidence furnished we 
are unable to find tty whose hands. 
W e are 
satisfied that in their deaths substantial and 
speedy justice has been done.”

W ashington, January 18'.h.—Davis re­ 
ported favorably from the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee the hill t « retire U nited States Supreme 
Court Justice H uot. 
Biair offered a resolution ins'rncting the 
O inm ittee on Public Lands to ioquire into 
the administration of the land laws, ard tfce 
system s of their operations in the practical 
disposition of tbe lands, and any abuses and 
hardships 
in 
their 
administration, 
and 
report 
the 
facta 
and 
recommendations. 
Adopted. 
Brown consumed the morning hoar by 
talking on currency, and urged contrcction. 
H e argued that the oommercDl value given 
to gold or silver was not their intrinsic value 
as metal, but a value which the Government 
stam ps upon them as a medium i f exchange. 
Tne value of silver had been reduced, not be­ 
cause of over-production, but because of its de­ 
monetization by the British and German Gov­ 
ernm ents. 
H e theu reviewed our legislation 
on the silver question, shewing its unfriendly 
character, and continuing : 
W hile silver had 
not been able to withstand it, g' ld would not 
have stood it any better if an assault had 
been made upon that metal as to what shall 
he its ratio equivalent. 
H e thought the 
French s’andxrd ahont the true one. 
That 
ratio was one upon which France would be 
willing to stard with the U nited States, con­ 
troverting the assumption upon which the 
Secretary of the Treasury bad based his re 
commendations for stopping silver coinage— 
that if this was not done gold would flow from 
the U nited States and silver would take its 
place, and we would he reduced in the com­ 
mercial world to the level of minor and leB* 
civilized nations. 
Brown argued to show that we had fixed 
rates between the two metals higher than it 
had been fixed by other commercial powers, 
ours beiBg 16 to 1, while most commercial 
nations adopt 15L to 1, and Germany 14 to 1, 
and that practically the very reverse of the 
flow of gold from and i f silver into the 
U n ite ! States would 
be 
the 
result 
of 
this. 
Figures showed 
that 
under 
our 
coinage 
system 
the 
drain 
of 
gold 
was 
toward the U nited States and the draining of 
silver from the U nited States, and each was 
increasing in volume from year to year. 
Oar ratio as to silver had not been fixed too 
low, and if we had erred at all we had fixed 
it too high. 
A s a great silver-producing 
power we were assailing onr own interests in 
seeking to depreciate the value of this pro­ 
duction and in joining with Germany and 
Great Britain in giving to gold alone the 
name and importance of money. 
Sherman, Beck and Bayard took part in 
the debate, and the subject was then in­ 
formally said aside. 
Adj ourned. 
H ouse o f R epresentative*. 
W a s h in g t o n , January 181i.—Tfce House 
re'um ed consideration of tho report of the 
Com mittee ou Rules, proposing an increase in 
the membership i f certain committees, the 
pending question being on O.-th’a substitute 
for the appointm ent of a Board to select c mi- 
m ittees. 
Itobeson made e. point of order that the 
substitute was not germane to the original 
proposition, because the substitute aDpiied to 
the r.ext H ouse, and not to this, and because 
it. embraced m atter not in the original propo­ 
sition. 
A fter considerable discussion the point cf 
order taken agaioBt the substitute was sus­ 
tained by a vote of 163 ayes to 74 noes. 
Belford of Colorado raised a point of or­ 
der, that by rule 11 no member is permitted 
to speak more than once on the same ques­ 
tion until every member choosing to speak 
shall have spoken.

W ashington, January 18th.—The 
sub­ 
com mittees at both ends of the Capitol io 
charge of the various Chinese immigration 
bills have h e ll several meetings during the 
past few days, and expect soon to he ready to 
report definite recommendations to their re­ 
spective full committees. 
The Senate sub­ 
committee is working on the bisis of General 
M iller’s bill, and it w ill probably be reported 
withoutany very material changes.

W ashington, January 18:h. — Secretary

Petersburg, repirting the action of the 
Russian authorities in aid of the survivors of 
the Jeannette. 
On receipt of the President's 
older* to make provision for the payment of 
the expenses of maintaining the rescued men 
and sending them to the U nited States, 
Hoffman had a conference with General Ig. 
natieff, who showed a very deep interest in 
the fate of the crew. 
H e had already tele­ 
graphed the Siberian authorities to furnish 
the rescued men with m oney ard with sup­ 
plies of every kind, and to place the Imperial 
telegraphs at their disposal. 
A ctive meas­ 
ures had also been taken for searching for the 
crew of the missing boat. 
Hoffman, availing 
himself of tbe use of the telegraphs, gener­ 
ously acoorded to him, had telegraphed M el­ 
ville for suggestions as to the best method of 
instituting a search for ths lost boat’s crew. 
Bennett, w rh his characteristic promptness, 
had put SC,000 roubles in General IgnatiefTs 
hande. but the General observed that no such 
provision was im mediately necessary, as the 
Russian Government was making all proper 
disbursements through the naval authorities. 
Hoffman made a formal communication to 
the Russian Foreign Office of the President's 
telegram of the 20 -h of December, conveying 
the thanks of the U nited States Government 
to all concerned in the rescue or relief of the 
crew of the Jeannette.

man. 
Emerson testified that he found all 
the leading Republicans of Arkansas and 
the South tor Granf, and that he saw that it 
would be im politic f**r him to antagonize 
that sentim ent ; that instead of working for 
Sherman he gave his support to Grant, and 
went to the Chicago Convention in Grant’s 
favor;

The 
bodies of 
E lizv 
bsth 
Wilraot, 
his 
mother,

89 
years. M attie and Mary YV'iimot, his daugh 
ter?, aged 19 and 15, were lying io their heir 
with one awful cut across the neck and hi *ws 
from a new, sharp ax found lying on the 
floor of their room; ai-o the body of Edzs- 
betti W ilm ot, his wife, lying oa her face on 
the floor with three or four gas resin her head 
and back, made by the same death-dealing 
ax. 
A jury was im mediately impaneled. 
The testim my showed that tfce act was di 
liberate, wa3 done about 5 o’clock this morn­ 
ing, ami that tbe servant girl and an infant 
boy and a yonng sou escaped from his fury 
hy a very narrow margin of time and speed. 
The toy, rfcer escaping from his father, con­ 
tinued ¡unning until fce had arnu-ed some of 
tho nearest neighbors, who hastily repaired 
to the scene.

“ Transitory M ania” Seizes Upon an 
Entire Community. 


ISSSClAl ST TZUKOkATti TO TUS RSCOBB ÜSIOS.J 


S e a ttle January 1 8 th .—James Sullivan, 
a one-armed man, and William Howard were 
discovered by a Bqnad of tfce Committee of 
Safety late last night iu the hay on the War­ 
ing & Smith wharf, and were given into the 
c unbilled custody of Chief of Police McGraw 
and Sheriff Wieclefi, who locked them up in 
the County Jail. They were searched, and 
on one was found a revolver with one cham­ 
ber empty, frota which experts decided that 
a cartridge had been discharged during the 
evening. COMPLETE IDENTIFICATION, 
The men, as far as age, size and general ap­ 
pearance are concerned, answered the de­ 
scription given of his assailants by George 
Iteynolds, the murdered toan, on his death- 
hedj and also the description given by Kev. 
John C. Fair and Captain Weeks of the men 
who (topped them ou the streets on Monday 
night and demanded their money or their 
livse. 
When these fac's beeiine known the ex­ 
citement of the community became intenso 
ar«l about ÜOO men marched in a body to the 
jail. They were met by the Sheriff and a 
deputy and the Chief of Police and one of 
his aids, who parlsyed with tbo committee for 
a few minutes, but who finally agreed to take 
the pri-oner? before Justice Combs at 8 
o'clock in the morning f or examination. Be­ 
fore separating, the committee took the shoes 
of tdullivan and Howard, for the purpose cf 
comparing them with the tracks known to 
have bzen made by the murderers. Plaster 
of Paris casts were made of these tracks, and 
the shoes were found to correspond in every 
particular. 
This morning the Court assembled in Yes- 
ler’s Hsli, Justice Co;nb6 presiding, Justice 
Cann having a seat he-ide him, and Chief 
Justice Greene, of the Territorial Supreme 
Ccurt, another. W. H. White, assisted by 
O. Jacobs, conducted tfce prosecution, and 
W. W. Holcomb appeared for the defense. 
Tiev. Mr. Fair swore that they were the men 
who stopped him on Monday night, and Cap- 
Ir flu Weeks, in the most positive manner, 
identified them as the men who assaulted 
him, also swearing that the revolver taken 
from Sullivan was the one leveled by Sulii- 
van at hie {Weeks’! head. His testimony was 
strong and unequivocal, A brother-in-law 
of the murdered man, named Meydenhauer, 
identified the two nren as having run past 
him immediately after the fatal shooting, and 
as having gone through the muddy alley in 
which were found the tracks from which the 
tell-tale casts were made. While their evi­ 
dence was being put in 
PREPARATIONS FOB AN EXECUTION 
Were being made outside by the Com­ 
mittee of Ssfe’y. 
A strong timber was 
suspended from tho forks of two trees on 
Occidental Square, over which was passed 
loug ropes, with nooses tied in the end, and 
under which was left a wagon. 
The Jnatice finally announced the examina­ 
tion over, and remanded the prisoners to the 
custody of the Sheriff for indictment and 
trial at tfce April term of the District Court. 
Ke had hardly uttered the words before 
strong men seized every officer in tho room 
and tightly held th sir, and other men seized 
Sullivan and Ilowaid, lifting them up as 
though they wore Small children, and 
started on a run for the place set 
for the execution. 
Nothing could have 
been d n 1 quicker, f< r in l.ts tims than 
it t tl*-* I'» writ* it til a uohsppy men had 
b < > luiiwn int.. the wagon, the nooses wort 
tight . ! ir uml their necks, the wagon was 
dn v.'o from un.iar, and Sullivan and How­ 
ard Were suspende 1 between euth and 
heaven. Their struggles were f ew and short, 
and in ten minutes both men were dead, 
though thtir bodies weie left hanging for an 
hour. 
A few minutos after the hanging Judge 
Grceno rushed to the spot, and with a drawn 
knife attempted to cut the ropes that held 
th* men up. He was se'z <1 by a number of 
citizen?, overpowered and forcibly removed 
from the scene. 
A THIRD VICTIM. 
The double execution was no former over 
than about 400 members of tire Committee of 
Safety marched to the County Jail and de­ 
manded the person of Benjamin Payne, there 
confined for the murder of police officer Siers 
in October last. The officer in charge refused 
to surrender him, when the committee pro­ 
ceeded to take him whether or no. They tore 
down the jail fence, and cut and belt down 
the three deors between them and the assas- 
siu. They soon hid h<m iu their hands, and 
two minutes later had him at the place of 
execution. A third rope had been thrown 
over the beam, and Payne was quietly drawn 
up h>: tween the other two men. The three 
were allowed to hang there half an hour or 
so 1 ger, when oil were removed to the un 
taker’s rooms and shortly after buried, 
quiote WORK. 
The expedition used by the committee may 
be inf .-rrcd when it is stated that though they 
were entire strangers in the place, Sullivan 
and Howard were hunted up within twenty- 
fonr hours of the murder of Reynolds, and 
within two hours of the organization of tte 
committee, and that within twenty-four hours 
of tho commission of their crime they hud 
tieen tried, hanged and buried. 
These two meu made no defense whatever, 
and hadn't a thing to say, not even 
a denial of the murder in their own behslt. 
Payne denied killing Siers, but his guilt war 
t.< n well kuown for his word to help him a 
particle. 
EVERYRODT SATISFIED. 
The proceedings were thoroughly orderly, 
and were directed by the business men and 
leading citizens of the town, and have the 
entire approval of all classe*. Cor gratulatory 
messages have been received from Olympis, 
Port Townsend, and all the surrounding 
places, approving the acts. It is certain that 
the people of this community breathe freer, 
asó the alarm that oppressed them since the 
operations of the footpads began has entirely 
disappeared. 
The Committee if Safety will continue 
their organization, and t ey have this even­ 
ing issued a t otice tl at all persons commit­ 
ting highway robbery in this city will receive 
the penalty of death. 
The bodies were taken charge of by the 
Coroner, and the verdict of the jury was in 
each ease the same, and is as follows : “ We, 
be Jury, summoned iu the above case, find 
that James Sullivan, William Howard and 
Benjamin Payne, came to their deaths by 
hanging; hot from the evidence furnished we 
are unable to find t>y whoee hands. We are 
satisfied that in their deaths substantial and 
speedy justice has been done.” 


GENERAL NEWS. 


LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD- 
UNION. 


DOMESTIC. 


An exchange (ays that a gentleman in 
Oolombus, Georgia, as one result of experi­ 
mental gardening, has succeeded in raising 
some delicious lemon-flavored watermelons. 
He has a method of making an incision in 
the vine a short distance from the root, to 
which he attaches a lemon, and by means 
of absorption the juice is taken into the 
melons.

United States Senate. 
Washington, January 18'.b.—Davis re­ 
ported favorably from the Judiciary Commit 
tee the bill t-> retire United States Supreme 
Court Justice Hunt. 
Blair offered a resolution instructing the 
Ci mmittee no Public Linds to inquire into 
the administration of the land laws, and the 
systems of their operations in tha practical 
disposition of the lands, and any abuses and 
hardships in their administration, and 
report the facta and recommendations. 
Adopted. 
Brown consumed the morning hour by 
talking on currency, and urged contraction. 
He argued that the commercial value given 
to gold or silver was rot their intrinsic value 
as metal, but a value which the Government 
stamps upou them as a mfdium i f exchange. 
The value of silver had been reduced, not be­ 
cause of over-production, but because of its de­ 
monetization by the British and German Gov­ 
ernments. He then reviewed cur legislation 
on the silver question, shewing its unfriendly 
character, and continuing : While silver had 
not been able to withstand it, g' Id would Dot 
have stood it any better if an assault had 
been made upon that metal as to what shall 
he its ratio equivalent. He thought the 
French s’andard about the true one. That 
ratio was one upou which France would be 
willing to etar d with the United Statrs, con- 
trsverting the assumption upon which the 
Secretary of the Treasure bad basedhis re 
commendations for stopping silver coinage— 
that if this wa3 not done cold would How from 
the Uiiited States and silver would take its 
place, and we would he reduced in the com­ 
mercial world to the level of minor and lesa 
civilized nations. 
Brown argued to show that we had fixed 
rates between the two metals higher than it 
had been fixed by other commercial powers, 
oura beiag 16 to 1, while most commercial 
nations adopt 15i to 1, and Germany 14 to 1, 
and that practically the very reverse of the 
flow of gold from and cf silver into the 
LTnlted States would be the result of 
this. 
Figures showed that under our 
Coinage system the drain of gold was 
toward the United States and the draining of 
silver from the United States, and each was 
increasing in volume from year to year. 
Oar ratio as to silver had cot been fixed too 
low, and if we had erred at all we hail fixed 
it too hijh. 
As a great silver-producing 
power we were assailing our own interests in 
seeking to depreciate the value of this pro­ 
duction and in joining with Germany and 
Great Britain is giving to gold alone the 
name and importance of money. 
Sherman, Beck and Bayard took part in 
the debate, ard the Eufcj ;ct was then in­ 
formally said aside. 
Adj ounaed. 
House of Represent»!Ives. 
W a sh in g to n, January 18-.h.—The House 
resumed consideration of tho report of the 
Committee on Rules, proposing an increase in 
the membership rf certain committees, the 
pending question being on Orth’s substitute 
for the appointment of a Board to select com­ 
mittees. 
Robeson made s. point of order that the 
substitute was not germane to the original 
proposition, because the substitute applied to 
the next House, and not to this, and because 
it embraced matter not in the original propo­ 
sition. 
After considerable discussion the point cf 
order taken against the substitute was sus­ 
tained by a vote of 163 ayes to 74 noes. 
Belford of Colorado raised a point of or­ 
der, that by rule 1-1 no member is permitted 
to speak more than onca on the same ques­ 
tion until every member choosing to speak 
shall have spoken. Fie said Robeson and 
Haskell had spoken half a dozen times on the 
subject. [Lru’hter and applause on the 
Democratic side.] He wanted to know 
whether the privileges of the House were 
centralized in the hands of two or three 
members, or whether other gentlemen had a 
right to he heard on questions affecting the 
organization of the House. 
The Speaker—The gentleman himself had 
not been seeking the floor to be heard on a 
point of order before. 
Belford—I havebeen seeking the floor fortwo 
days, end have failed because I don’t belong 
to the sacred circle which assumes the domi­ 
nation of the debate. [Renewed laughter and 
applause on the Democratic side.] I am ut­ 
tering but a common complaint when I Bay 
that yomg members of the House appear to 
have no rights in it. I desire to discuss the 
whole question. 
The Speaker—The pending question is .the 
poiut of order on the substitute. 
Belford—That is what I waut to speak 
about. I desire to discuss it as it was dis­ 
cussed yesterday by K°l!ey and to day hy 
Rob«son. Thst is, by embracing the entire 
qu-xtion about the aa eudmsntof thn rules. 
T om .-'peaker—Tho Chair thicks !hs point 
of order Lad better be disp xed of first. 
T:,a discussion of the point of order was 
resumed, and was further participated in by 
Calkins, Hooker, Baynes, ¡sparks, Ifcpro vs 
of Michigan. Miller, Scales, Hammond of 
Georgia and l’.age. 
At last the discussion was bronght to a 
c’.'>-p, and the Speaker proceeded to state his 
opinion or. the point of order. The eubsti- 
lute, he sai 1, proposed to amend ti.e report 
made by tie Committee on Rules, but it was 
in fact a proposition to change a rule. It 
wi s not in any respect kiodred to enlarging 
the c immittee. Still, on account of the pecu­ 
liar re’ations of the Chair to the proposed 
amondment, 1 e would avail himself of his 
right to subo*it the point cf order to ilie 
H 'use for its decision. 
Tho question was submitted to the lions-0, 
and tha paint of order taken against the sub? 
stilute was sustained hy yeas 163, nays 71 
So the substitute was ruled cut of order. 
Adjourned.

Items oí Washington Gossip. 
Washington, January 18th.—The sub­ 
committee! at both ends of the Capitol in 
charge of the various Chinese immigration 
bills have hel 1 several meetings duriog the 
past few days, and expect soon to be ready to 
report definite recommerdations to their re­ 
spective full committees. The Senate sub­ 
committee is working on the basis of General 
Miller’s bill, and it will probably be reported 
without any very material changes. The House 
sub- c iminittee has not yet concluded its de­ 
liberations, t ut it is confidently expected 
that a sati-factory measure will be agreed 
upou iu time for action on the part cf the 
full committee next Wednesday. 
All the Republican Senators and members 
of the House of Representatives from the 
Pacific coast have unitad iu a letter to Pre.i 
dent Arthur, recommending the appointment 
of Colonel Trittle, formerly of Nevada, and 
now a resident of Arizona, to be Governor of 
Arizona, and the appointment of Hiram M. 
Van Arnam, of Oakland, Gal, to be Secre­ 
tary of Arizona. Trittle’s appointment is 
said to be specially advocated by Senator 
Jones. The nominations of both these gen­ 
tlemen will probably be sent to the Senate at 
an early day. 
Cabinet Making. 
Washington. January 18-,h.— It is said 
that Folgor will succeed Hunt on the Su­ 
preme Beech, and CcnklÍDg will go into tie 
Cabinet as Secre tary of the Treasury. DavL’ 
acti n iu the Hunt matter is thus explained 
by many. Folger’s experience in the Treas­ 
ury Department has been unpleasant, and 
his work herd. 
The Jeannette Survivors. 
Washington, January 18th. — Secretary 
Frelinghuvsen, has received dispatches from 
Hoffman, United States Charge d’Affaires at 
St. Petersburg, reporting the action of the 
Russian authorities in aid of the survivors of 
the Jeannette. On receipt of the President’s 
orders to make provision for the payment of 
the expenses of maintaining the rescued men 
and sending them to the United States, 
Hoffman had a conference with General lg- 
natieff, who showed a very deep interest in 
the fate of the crew. He had already tele­ 
graphed the Siberian authorities to furnish 
the rescued men with money and with sup­ 
plies of every kind, and to place the Imperial 
telegraphs at their disposal. Active meas­ 
ures had also been taken for searching for the 
crew of the missing boat. Hoffman, availing 
himself of the use of tfce telegraphs, gener­ 
ously accorded to h'm, had telegraphed Mel­ 
ville for suggestions as to the best method of 
instituting a search for tbs lost boat’s crew. 
Bennett, with his characteristic promptness, 
had put $6,000 roubles in General Ignatieff's 
hand-, but the General observed that no such 
provision was immediately necessary, as the 
Russian Government was making all proper 
difbursements through the naval authorities. 
Hoffman made a foiroal communication to 
the Russian Foreign Office of the President’s 
telegram of the 20 Ji of December, conveying 
the thanks of the United States Government 
to all concerned in the rescue or relief of the 
crew of the Jeannette.

Another Count In the Indictm ent Against 
Senator Sherm an—“ Very Liken JJTialc.' 
Washington, January 18th.—G. A. Em­ 
erson, a colored man of education and intelli­ 
gence, and a Government clerk in the Treas­ 
ury Department, appeared before the Senate 
Committee yesterday, in obedience to a 
subpena. He was recalled to-day. He testi­ 
fied that he was granted a two months’ leave 
of absence in the summer of 1S80 by Secre­ 
tary Sherman, and went South to woik the 
delegations in the interest of Sherman for the 
Presidency. He swore that he was sent on 
this errand by Secretary Sherman himself, 
and that he received all of his instructions 
from Sherman ; that he was authorized to 
make use of Federal appointments wherever 
he could secure support for Sherman; 
that he went to Arkansas, in which 
State he claimed his residence, and 
consulted with ex-Senator Clayton; that 
he was authorized by Sherman to place cer­ 
tain Federal patronage in Clayton's control 
if the latter wonld agree to work for Sher­ 
man. Emerson testified that he found all 
the leading Republicans of Arkansas and 
the South tor Gran’, and that he saw that it 
would be impolitic for him to antagonize 
that sentiment ; that instead of working for 
Sherman he gave Lis support to Grant, and 
went to the Chicago Convention in Grant’s 
favor; that on the very day of his re­ 
turn from Chicago to Washington he was 
discharged from the position in the 'l’reas 
ury which he 
had acceptably filled 
for three years. He swore that different 
Southern Republicans were promised iffices 
if they would agree to support Sherman; that 
Pinchback was to have the JSavxl Office at 
New Orleans. For that consideration he 
agreed to work up tha Sherman delegation 
from Louisiana; that there was some diffi­ 
culty iu the way of removing the incumlent 
of that office, and Sherman wanted Pinch- 
back to take another, but I’inch back refused, 
and after being disappointed went to Louisi­ 
ana and organized a Grant delegation. Emer­ 
son swore that Sherm3n authorized him to i f- 
fer a certain Arkansas Republican, whom he 
named, the appointment of Collector of In­ 
ternal Revenue cf the State if he would 
pledge himself to vote fcr Sherman at Chi­ 
cago.Senator Allison, Chairman of the Commit­ 
tee, asked Emerson how many Treasury em­ 
ployes there were in tha Chicago Convention. 
Emerson replied that there must have been 
at bast 100. 
- 
Sena’or Allison then asked, “ Don’t you 
think there were 1,000?" 
Emerson—Well, I said 100 because I prefer 
to keep within bounds 
Senator Allison—Well, I think there were 
over 1,600, judging from the number 1 saw. 
Emerson to-day reaffirmed bis testimony of 
yesterday, and the committee will call other 
witnesses, whom he has mentioned, to ascer­ 
tain what thty have to tell on this branch of 
the subject. The fact that Emerson wa3 dis­ 
charged while Sherman was Secretary, and 
that he has a grievance against the latter, 
tends to make the committee feel doubtful 
about his statements.

Mattie and Mary Wiimot, his daugh­ 
ters, aged 19 and 15, were IjiDg iu their he is 
with one awful cut across the neck aud bl .ms 
from a new, sharp ax found lying on the 
floor of their room; al-o the b»dy of E iza- 
beth Wiimot, bis wife, lying on her face on 
tho floor with three or four gas res in her head 
and b ick, made by the same death-dealing 
ax. A jury was immediately impaneled. 
The teetim my showed that tfce act was de­ 
liberate, was done about 5 o’clock this morn­ 
ing, anil that the servant girl and an infant 
b .y and a young sou escaped from his fury 
t.y a very narrow margin of time and speed. 
The hoy, rfcer escaping from his father, con­ 
tinued aunning until he had arou-ed some of 
tho nearest neighbors, who hastily repaired 
to the scene. None were bold enough to 
enter the hous9 until daylight revealed the 
dead body, dressed only in a shirt aud 
drawers, of James R. Wiimot, 3WÍLging under 
a shed barn. He had taken a plow line, 
fastened it around his neck, climbed up the 
aide of a crib, fastened the other end on a 
joist under the shed, and then jumped off 
The hanging was carefully done, and showed 
a determination to avoid failure. The hor­ 
rible act which sends eo many souls into 
eternity in a moment was undoubtedly that 
of an iusaue man. For sometime past Wil- 
mnt has been brooding over a security debt of 
8450 which he had to pay for a brother in­ 
law, and this had so worked on him as to 
cause insanity, homicide and suicide. He 
had been talking quecrly for two days, and 
undoubtedly hid the act during a crazy hal­ 
lucination. lie lived happily with I is family, 
and had no cause to kill them. Ha was in 
good circumstances, and was a kind, affec­ 
tion ate man.
